OF 
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IN  the  autumn  of  1812,  a  Lec¬ 
ture  was  delivered  in  the  Rooms  of 
the  Birmingham  Philosophical  Insti¬ 
tution,  by  Dr.  De  Lys,  on  the  Instruc¬ 
tion  of  the  Deaf  and  Dumb.  To  illus¬ 
trate  some  of  the  principles  of  this 
art,  and,  at  the  same  time,  afford  an 
example  of  their  efficacy  in  practice, 
the  Lecturer  introduced  a  deaf  and 
dumb  child*,  to  whose  instruction  his 
friend  Mr.  Alex.  Blair,  and  himself, 
had  given  considerable  attention. 


*  The  name  of  this  child  is  Jane  Wuxiams.  She  was,  at  that  time,  eight  yearjs 
old,  and  has  been  deaf  and  dumb  from  her  birth. 
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The  audience  at  the  Lecture  were 
much  interested  by  this  little  child. 
Her  appearance,  indeed,  was  remark¬ 
ably  engaging.  Her  countenance  was 
full  of  intelligence,  and  all  her  act¬ 
ions  and  attitudes  in  the  highest 
degree  animated  and  expressive ; 
while  the  eagerness  with  which  she 
watched  the  countenances  of  her 
instructors,  and  the  delight  with 
which  she  sprang  forward  to  exe¬ 
cute,  or  rather  to  anticipate  their 
wishes,  afforded  a  most  affecting 
spectacle. 

It  was  obvious,  however,  and  it 
was  painful  to  reflect,  that,  but  for 
circumstances  quite  accidental,  this 
child,  though  evidently  endowed 
with  excellent  capacities,  might 
have  remained,  through  life,  desti¬ 
tute  of  all  that  is  most  excellent  in 
our  rational  nature.  The  great  ob- 
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stacles  to  her  improvement  were 
now,  in  some  degree,  removed.  She 
could  read  and  write;  and,  by  the 
use  of  signs,  she  could  communicate 
her  own  sentiments,  and  compre¬ 
hend  those  of  others.  But  the  Gen¬ 
tlemen,  who  had  devoted  so  much 
skill  and  patience  to  her  education, 
had  engagements  of  a  different  na¬ 
ture,  which  required  all  their  time 
and  talents.  They  had  done  suf¬ 
ficient,  however,  to  show  the  pos¬ 
sibility  of  much  more  being  done; 
and  the  Lecture  excited  a  very  gene¬ 
ral  desire,  that  some  means  should 
be  found  of  completing  what  had 
been  so  ably  begun ;  and,  indeed,  of 
extending  similar  advantages  to 
other  children,  in  the  same  unfor¬ 
tunate  situation. 

With  this  view  a  meeting  was 
held  a  few  days  afterwards,  at  the 


house  of  the  Rev,  Dr.  Outram,  at 
which  it  was  determined  to  establish 
an  Institution  for  the  Education  of 
Deaf  and  Dumb  Children.  An¬ 
other  more  general  meeting  was  held 
on  the  4th  of  December*  1812*  at 
which  the  Institution  was  estab¬ 
lished*  certain  fundamental  resolu¬ 
tions  passed*  and  a  Committee  ap¬ 
pointed*  whose  first  report  is  con¬ 
tained  in  the  following  pages.

Report  of  tfie  Committee

ANNUAL  GENERAL  MEETING 

VF  THE

January  28,  1814, 


Gentlemen, 

WHEN  You  appointed  your  Committee,  in 
December,  1812,  and  intrusted  to  them  the  management 
of  your  Institution,  the  first  service  you  expected  from 
them  was  the  selection  of  a  Teacher,  and  the  next,  the 
establishment  of  the  School* 

Your  Committee  too,  in  undertaking  their  office, 
regarded  this  choice  of  a  Teacher  as  the  first  duty  they 
had  to  perform,  and  as  one  of  the  most  important  that 
was  likely  ever  to  be  required  of  them :  since  it  was 
not  improbable,  they  thought,  that  on  the  selection  of 
the  first  Teacher  might  rest  the  whole  prosperity  of  the 
Institution.  For,  it  was  not  a  work  of  ordinary  charity 
they  were  to  set  on  foot,  of  which  models  might  be 
found  in  many  places.  It  was  a  work  of  difficult  in- 
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struction,  of  which  the  examples  are  few  in  any  coun¬ 
try,  and  those  in  our  own  not  very  accessible  for  imi¬ 
tation.  And  the  proof  to  the  Public,  by  whom  the  In¬ 
stitution  must  be  upheld,  that  its  object  was  neither 
visionary  nor  too  difficult  of  attainment,  that  you  had 
power  to  make  it  essentially  useful  to  a  most  unfor¬ 
tunate  class,  that  it  was  worthy,  therefore,  of  zealous 
and  generous  support— must  be  found,  they  conceived, 
in  the  actual  progress  of  its  pupils.  They  were  to 
provide  a  Teacher,  therefore,  on  whose  talents  they 
could  rely,  for  establishing  by  his  success,  the  charac¬ 
ter  of  the  Institution  with  the  Public.  One  failure 
might  have  produced  the  belief  that  you  had  under¬ 
taken  a  work  you  had  not  power  to  accomplish,  and 
utterly  damp  that  spirit  which  gave  birth  to  the  Insti¬ 
tution. 

Your  Committee  therefore  believed,  that  what¬ 
ever  might  be  the  inconvenience  of  delay,  it  was  neces¬ 
sary  to  allow  themselves  full  time  and  opportunity  for 
selection ;  and  even  when  many  candidates  had  pre¬ 
sented  themselves,  were  not  hasty  in  fixing  their 
choice.  Other  applications  were  invited;  one  trial 
was  made;  and  your  Committee,  after  some  months 
thus  spent,  in  enquiry,  could  by  no  means  satisfy  them¬ 
selves  as  to  the  selection  of  a  Teacher.  While  they 
were  in  this  uncertainty,  one  of  their  number*,  a 
Gentleman  who  had  always  warmly  interested  himself 
in  the  success  of  your  undertaking,  and  who,  while  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  metropolis  on  his  own  affairs,  did  not 
forget  the  objects  of  your  Institution,  was  led,  in  the 


*  James  Woolley,  Esq,  Treasurer  to  the  Institution* 
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course  of  various  inquiries,  to  visit  a  private  School 
at  Hackney,  for  the  Instruction  of  the  Deaf  and 
Dumb,  conducted  by  Mr.  Thomas  Braidwood  and  his 
Mother. — From  what  then  passed,  arose  a  correspond¬ 
ence  between  your  Committee  and  Mr.  Braidwood, 
which  terminated  in  an  invitation  to  that  Gentleman, 
to  undertake  the  management  of  your  intended  School. 
Your  Committee  were  not  deterred  from  making  this 
offer,  by  the  prospect  of  incurring  a  much  greater 
expence  than  you  had  at  first  contemplated ;  they 
regarded  Mr.  Braidwood’s  acknowledged  skill  in  the 
art  which  had  been  in  the  possession  of  his  family  for 
two  generations;  and  they  thought  that  if,  by  his 
means,  they  could  introduce  it,  in  an  advanced  state, 
into  your  School,  which  would  thus  acquire  at  once  a 
distinguished  character,  they  should  much  better  fulfil 
your  intentions,  than  by  the  more  frugal  appointment 
of  an  inexperienced  person,  who  must  undertake  the 
same  task  under  great  disadvantages,  and  perhaps  with 
great  uncertainty  of  success. 

Some  difficulties  in  Mr.  Braidwood’s  acceptance 
of  their  offer  arose  from  his  connexion  with  his  own 
School;  but  these  being  gradually  removed,  in  the 
beginning  of  the  present  year  he  came  down  to  Bir¬ 
mingham,  and  on  the  11th  of  this  month,  actually 
opened  the  School,  with  a  few  of  the  Children,  who 
are  already  beginning,  under  his  direction,  to  articulate 
the  sounds  of  language. 

But  while  your  Committee  announce  to  you,  as 
the  commencement  of  the  work  of  your  Institution, 
this  beginning  of  speech  among  the  Dumb,  they  de¬ 
sire  to  be  understood  that  they  have  not  over-rated 
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the  value  of  this  part  of  their  Instruction.  Your  Com¬ 
mittee  and  Mr.  Braidwood  himself,  are  well  aware  that 
though  this  is  what  will  appear  most  wonderful  in  his 
Art,  it  is  not  what  is  most  important.  The  views 
which  you  entertained  when  you  associated  yourselves 
to  take  the  Deaf  and  Dumb  under  your  care,  (to  which 
views  it  has  been  the  wish  of  your  Committee  to  con¬ 
form  themselves)  were  of  a  higher  nature.  You  looked 
upon  this  class  of  your  fellow-creatures  as  endowed 
with  the  same  powers,  feelings,  privileges,  as  your¬ 
selves  ;  but,  because  one  gift  was  wanting,  cut  off  from 
the  use  of  every  other,  excluded  from  their  natural 
share  in  human  rights,  and  degraded  in  some  sort 
from  their  rank  as  human  beings.  This  was  the  for¬ 
lorn  condition  from  which  you  believed  they  might  be 
rescued ;  and  with  this  hope  you  opened  to  them  the 
asylum  of  your  Institution.  To  realize  this  hope,  to 
fulfil  the  purpose  of  your  Institution,  they  must  be 
taught,  not  merely  to  speak  language  or  to  write  it, 
but  to  understand  it;  to  possess  it  as  we  ourselves 
possess  it;  finding  in  language  an  expression  for  their 
own  thoughts  and  feelings,  and  comprehending  from 
it  the  thoughts  and  feelings  of  other  men  -And  this, 
not  merely  for  the  ordinary  intercourse  of  life,  (though 
even  for  this  use  language  were  a  grateful  and  an  im¬ 
portant  acquisition),  but  for  the  highest  purposes  of 
intellectual  and  moral  culture  that  the  same  sources 
of  knowledge,  the  same  books  from  which  we  receive 
instruction,  may  be  open  to  them,  whether  for  the 
exercise  of  their  mental  powers,  for  inculcating  the 
precepts  of  morality,  or  for  unfolding  the  truths  and 
the  hopes  of  Religion, 
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These  are  the  objects  which  your  Committee 
have  always  kept  before  them  as  the  end  of  their 
exertions  ;  for  the  attainment  of  which  they  trust  they 
have  provided,  in  the  nomination  of  Mr.  Braidwood. 
He  brings  into  your  School  the  Art,  which  his  grand¬ 
father,  by  the  establishment  of  his  Academy  in  Edin¬ 
burgh,  founded  in  this  country.  The  instruction  given 
in  this  School  has  been  effectual,  essential  instruction, 
for  most  important  purposes,  such  as  you  would  wish 
to  bestow  upon  the  children  you  have  taken  under  your 
protection.  Many  are  now  living  who  gratefully  ac¬ 
knowledge  its  important  benefits: — it  has  given  them 
that  place  in  society,  which  their  misfortune  appeared, 
to  have  denied  them.  Such  is  the  art  that  has  been 
practised  in  the  family  of  Mr.  Braidwood.  We  trust 
that  he  will  justify  our  reliance  on  the  reputation  of 
the  name  he  bears.-— The  founder  of  the  art  in  this 
country  did  not  receive,  as  indeed  he  did  not  ask,  the 
support  of  the  public.  His  School  was  a  private  one, 
of  which  the  advantages  were  confined  to  the  few  who 
could  purchase  them*.  The  country  did  not  at  that 
time  adopt  the  Art.  To  the  great  multitude  of  those 
whose  condition  claims  its  succour,  it  did  not  exist, 
nor  did  Mr.  Braidwood  ever  possess  the  opportunity  of 
exerting  his  talents  in  a  conspicuous  station,  and  for 
extensive  benefit.  That  opportunity  you  have  given  to 
his  descendant:  to  him  it  remains  to  shew,  by  the 
prosperity  of  your  Institution,  that  the  object  was 
worthy  of  the  encouragement  of  the  country,  and  to 


*  With  the  exception  of  those  pupils,  whom  the  Messrs,  Braidweod, 
a*  a  woik  of  private  charity,  instructed  gratuitously. 
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establish  a  lasting1  monument  at  once  of  your  benevo¬ 
lence,  and  of  the  excellence  and  extensive  importance 
of  his  own  hereditary  art. 

With  respect  to  the  School  itself,  it  is  proposed 
that  at  first  it  be  a  Day-School  merely ;  which  will  en¬ 
able  you  to  take  in  all  the  children  of  the  Town,  who 
are  fit  for  instruction,  and  as  many  from  other  quarters, 
as  can  be  placed  by  their  friends,  or  by  other  assist¬ 
ance,  within  reach  of  the  School;  and  it  is  probable 
that  not  a  few  will,  in  this  way,  be  brought  under  your 
care,  without  burthen  to  the  Institution.— You  look 
forward,  no  doubt,  to  the  time,  when  you  may  venture 
upon  plans  of  greater  magnitude ;  and  with  your  in¬ 
creasing  resources,  may  provide  other  advantages  to 
the  pupils,  besides  their  instruction.  The  time,  we 
believe,  draws  near.  The  general  favour  and  support 
your  Institution  has  already  met  with,  and  especially 
the  distinguished  encouragement  it  has  received  on  two 
public  occasions,  in  this  and  an  adjoining  county,  must 
necessarily  excite  the  most  cheering  expectations: 
affording  you  just  ground  for  hope,  that  whatever  plans 
shall  be  judiciously  adopted  for  the  completion  of  your 
undertaking,  will  be  generously  seconded  by  the  public 
liberality. 

And  now,  in  relinquishing  the  office  to  which  you 
called  us,  may  we  be  permitted  to  say,  that  we  feel 
peculiar  gratification  in  the  thought,  that  to  us  you 
have  confided  the  charge  of  giving  establishment  to 
your  work  of  benevolence.  We  trust  it  will  prosper; 
and  that  to  your  Institution,  numbers  of  those  whom 
their  misfortune  has  placed  in  this  unhappy  class,  will 
owe  their  equal  participation  in  the  privileges  of  their 
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fellow-creatures.  They  may  one  day  understand,  that, 
free-born  as  they  are,  living'  among  an  instructed  peo¬ 
ple,  in  a  Christian  land,  all  these  blessings  were  lost  to 
them;  and  they  will  acknowledge  it  as  your  gift,  that 
they  know  and  prize  their  civil  rights,  that  they  are 
obedient  to  the  moral  law,  that  they  can  lift  up  their 
minds  in  thanksgiving  and  prayer  to  their  Maker,  that 
they  are  inheritors  of  the  “  promise  of  the  life  that 
now  is,  and  of  that  which  is  to  come.”

lleport  of  tt)e  Committee, 

TO  THE 

GENERAL  MEETING, 

August  29,  1814. 


Gentlemen, 

Your  Committee,  in  laying  before  you  an  Account 
of  what  has  been  done  since  your  last  Meeting,  are 
happy  to  report  favourably  of  the  State  and  Prospects 
of  your  Institution. 

The  same  spirit  that  was  manifested  towards  the 
Institution  by  the  Public,  at  its  birth,  has  continued

to  befriend  its  progress.  The  warmest  interest  has 
been  testified,  on  all  occasions,  for  its  success,  the 
number  of  its  Supporters  has  been  continually  increas¬ 
ing,  and  the  state  of  its  funds,  at  this  early  period,  en¬ 
courages  the  most  confident  expectation  of  its  continued 
prosperity.  The  flattering  testimony  in  its  favour, 
which  had  already  been  officially  given  on  public  occa¬ 
sions,  in  this  and  two  neighbouring  counties,  has  lately 
been  renewed  in  two  more  distant  ones ;  and  the  So¬ 
ciety,  within  the  same  period,  has  had  the  gratification 
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of  seeing  its  highest  office  honoured  by  the  name  of 
his  Grace  the  Duke  of  Devonshire. 

Your  School,  which  was  opened  by  Mr.  Braid- 
wood,  in  January  last,  has  been  carried  on  with  great 
zeal  and  assiduity  on  the  part  of  its  Instructor,  and  with 
as  much  advantage  and  improvement  to  its  Pupils,  as 
could  reasonably  be  expected.  In  the  beginning  of  a 
School  of  this  kind,  to  which  almost  every  Pupil  brings 
a  mind  quite  new  to  instruction,  some  time,  it  was 
naturally  to  be  supposed,  must  be  spent  in  conducting 
them  over  the  difficulty  of  the  very  first  steps.  You 
know  what  that  difficulty  is  to  minds  which  have  every 
avenue  open  to  the  communication  of  knowledge ;  you 
may  conceive  how  much  greater  difficulty  there  is  to 
those,  to  whom  the  natural  means  of  all  communication 
are  wanting;  and  it  is  apparent  what  time  and  labour, 
in  the  outset,  must  be  bestowed  on  merely  qualifying 
a  mind  to  follow  the  guidance  of  its  Teacher,  where 
the  very  means  of  intercourse,  the  language  itself  of 
explanation  and  instruction,  must  in  the  first  place  be 
established  between  them,  and  where  the  importance 
and  the  ends  of  Instruction  cannot  be  understood.  You 
will  easily  perceive,  therefore,  that  what  ought  to  be 
looked  for  at  present  in  the  School,  as  giving  the  surest 
promise  of  future  attainment,  is  not  any  striking  in¬ 
stance  of  sudden  proficiency,  but  some  proof  that  the. 
first  obstacles  to  any  Instruction  at  all  have  been  effect¬ 
ually  overcome,  and  that  much  is  already  done,  if  it 
can  be  shewn  that  all  have  begun  to  learn.  In  the 
few  lessons,  which  your  Committee  will  request  you  to 
allow  the  Pupils  of  the  Institution  to  go  through  in 
your  presence  to-day,  they  think  you  will  find  this 
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evidence  of  successful  Instruction,  that  without  any 
thing-  calculated,  as  might  easily  have  been  done,  to 
surprise  you  into  admiration,  these  children  will  shew 
you,  that  their  minds  have  really  been  opened  to  In¬ 
struction,  and  are  already  in  clear  and  secure  posses¬ 
sion  of  some  portion  of  the  elements  of  knowledge. 
You  will  also  have  an  opportunity  of  tracing,  in  the 
different  degrees  of  attainment  of  the  different  Pupils, 
the  kind  of  progress  through  which  the  minds  of  the 
most  advanced  have  gone,  and  of  forming  from  it  some 
judgment  of  that  continual  progress,  through  which, 
we  trust,  they  will  be  conducted.  Hereafter  you  may 
expect  that  the  general  advancement  of  the  School 
will  be  more  rapid,  as  the  number  of  those  Pupils 
increase,  whose  minds  are  enough  improved  by  the 
progress  they  have  made,  to  assist  in  their  own  further 
progress,  and  to  second  the  Instructions  of  their 
Teacher,  by  the  exertion  of  their  own  intelligence. 

The  number  of  Children  admitted  has  been  de¬ 
signedly  small ;  because  it  was  conceived  that  where  a 
system  of  Instruction  was  to  be  introduced,  which  was 
altogether  new  to  the  Pupils,  it  could  be  much  more 
effectually,  as  w^ell  as  more  easily  established  in  the 
School,  by  limiting  the  number  at  first,  among  whom  the 
attention  of  the  Teacher  was  to  be  divided.  There  are 
now  fifteen  Children  attending  the  School,  Three  of 
whom  are  not  of  this  town,  but  sent  to  it  from  a 
distance,  and  their  support  provided  for,  without  ex¬ 
pence  to  the  Institution. 

The  primary  object  of  your  Institution  was  to 
establish,  in  this  place,  the  means  of  Instruction  for 
the  Deaf  and  Dumb;  and  this  was  effected  by  opening 
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H  Day  School  in  the  town.  But  your  further  intention 
of  extending-  the  benefit  to  greater  numbers,  by  receiv¬ 
ing  them  into  an  Asylum  of  your  own,  was  borne  in 
mind  by  your  Committee,  and  the  generous  dispo¬ 
sitions  which,  on  all  occasions,  had  been  shewn  to¬ 
wards  your  Institution  by  the  Public,  encouraged  them 
to  make  no  delay  in  endeavouring  to  carry  this  part  of 
your  plan  into  execution. — Their  wishes  were  met  by 
the  liberality  of  a  Nobleman,  who  had  already  shewn 
himself  a  zealous  Friend  to  the  diffusion  of  Instruction, 
Lord  Calthorpe,  who,  on  the  representation  of  one*  of 
the  Members  of  the  Committee,  whose  zealous  and 
important  services  they  are  happy  to  have  this  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  acknowledging,  made  an  offer  to  the  Society, 
of  Land,  and  a  Building  already  erected,  on  terms 
exceedingly  liberal,  and  peculiarly  adapted  to  the  con¬ 
dition  of  an  infant  Institution.  This  offer  was  gladly 
accepted.  What  preparation  was  necessary  to  fit  the 
building  for  the  reception  of  the  Children,  is  in  con¬ 
siderable  forwardness;  and  in  a  very  short  time  it  will 
be  ready  to  receive  them.  The  building  will  be  found 
to  be  very  convenient,  and  its  situation  particularly 
well  suited  to  its  purpose.  It  stands  single,  on  a  very 
pleasant  spot  of  ground,  quite  spacious  enough  for  the 
amusements  and  exercises  of  the  Children,  and  at  such 
a  distance  from  the  town,  as,  both  for  the  advantage  of 
air,  and  in  other  respects,  makes  it  very  desirable  as  a 
place  of  abode  for  Children.  A  Plan  and  Elevation  of 
the  Building  will  be  shewn  you.

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The  next  care  that  fell  to  your  Committee.  wa$ 
the  selection  of  a  Matron  to  take  charge  of  the  House¬ 
hold,  as  well  as  of  the  Instruction  of  the  Girls  in  those 
points  which  would  naturally  fall  under  her  super¬ 
intendance.— They  have  appointed  a  person  to  the 
situation,  from  whom  they  have  every  reason  to  expect 
the  most  satisfactory  discharge  of  its  duties. 

There  is  now  one  point  more  to  which  they 
think  it  necessary  at  present  to  call  your  attention 
the  means  of  supporting  the  Children.— As  the  number 
whom  you  can  receive  and  instruct  is  greatly  beyond 
what  your  present  funds  will  enable  you  to  support, 
they  would  recommend  for  the  present  year,  in  order 
that  the  utility  of  the  Institution  may,  as  little  as  possi¬ 
ble,  be  limited  by  the  state  of  your  funds,  that  the 
charge  of  the  maintenance  be  undertaken  in  part  only 
by  yourselves,  and  that  a  part  be  defrayed  by  those 
who  have  already  the  charge  of  their  support.  Your 
Committee  have  already  found,  in  two  instances  of 
Children  sent  from  a  distance,  that  where  the  parents 
were  unable  to  do  it,  the  parishes  to  which  they  be¬ 
longed  have  been  ready  to  undertake  the  encreased 
charge  of  maintaining  them  in  this  town,  to  place  them 
within  reach  of  the  advantages  of  your  Institution.

THE  business  of  the  day  having  been  opened  by 
the  President,  and  the  Report  of  the  Committee  having 
been  read  by  Mr.  A.  Blair — 

RESOLVED, 

1.  That  the  Report  of  the  Committee  he  ap¬ 
proved,  and  that  their  Acts  since  the  last  General 
Meeting  he  confirmed. 

2.  That  the  Accounts  now  laid  before  the 
Meeting  be  passed. 
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3.  That  the  School  be  removed  to  the  Asylum 
at  Edgbaston,  as  soon  as  the  future  Committee  shall 
deem  it  fit  for  the  reception  of  the  Children.

IV.  That  there  be  a  President,  Patrons,  and  Vice-

V.  That,  at  every  Annual  General  Meeting’,  there  be 
elected  from  among  the  Members  of  this  Institu¬ 
tion,  by  those  present,  by  lists.  Twenty-four  Gen¬
